The recitations "an array of at least three" and "such that there is always one les slot than the number of support members" in claim 20 
would require further search and/or consideration. It is noted that the Figure 5 of 6,293,412, shows several pairs of support members, 
e.g., 2 pair or 4, and a slot in between each two adjacent members, i.e., a slot is formed between the members as shown without a 
skateboard therein in Figure 5, such that there is one less slot than members, it is also noted that claim 20 does not recite the function of 
the slot. Nonetheless, the function of the slot carries no patentable weight and hence the structure of *412 is still considered to meet the 
limitations of claim 20. 
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
